There will be MG's, both nor-
mal and supercharged, Allards,
Alfa - Romeos and the sensa-
tional XK 120 Jaguar, This lat-
ter car is hailed as the world's
fastest stock car. A Jaguar stock
car holds the speed record of
132.6 miles per hour uring .76
octane gasoline.

One of the most famous ama-
teur drivers in auto racing his-
tory, Phil Hills, will be at the
wheel of his own Jaguar, the
model which has cleaned up most
speed events for the foreign
sports cars hereabouts.”
